CHANGES 


A  sly  smile  slowly  spread 
across  Forrest  Parker' s  f  ace . 
I  had  just  told  him  the  year- 
book's theme,  DIFFERENCE  IS.  A 
little  confused,  I  watched  as  the  di- 
rector of  the  Multicultural  Center 
pulled  out  a  poster  for  the  school's 
Multicultural  International  Festival. 
There,  emblazoned  over  the 
schedule  of  events,  was  the  festival 
slogan,  "Differences  Enrich  Us  All." 

Lately  it  seems  that  everyone  has 
been  thinking  and  celebrating  the 
idea  of  differences  at  Mary  Wash- 
ington College. 

So  what  is  the  difference  at  MWC? 
The  DIFFERENCE  IS  .  .  .  cultural 
awareness,  an  emphasis  on 
equality,  and  a  concentration  on, 
well,  differences.  Not  since  the  shift 
from  all-woman  to  co-ed  has  MWC 
seen  such  internal  modifications. 
From  BOND  to  the  Hispanic  Stu- 
dent Association,  cultural  aware- 
ness has  overwhelmed  the  college. 

In  addition  to  the  forming  of  four 
new  clubs,  the  campus  celebrated 
day,  week,  and  even  month  long 
festivals  on  minority,  homosexual, 
and  women's  issues.  New  offices 
and  a  wide  variety  of  speakers  also 
contributed  to  recent  differences. 

During  a  time  when  state-wide 
budget  cuts  have  reduced  funding 
by  16  percent,  the  college  has  looked 
from  external  changes  to  internal 
ones.  For  example,  after  the  post- 
ponement of  several  years'  worth  of 
construction  plans  for  new  parking 
lots  and  residence  halls,  a  new 
Multicultural  Center  formed. 

President  William  A.  Anderson 
Jr.  named  Forrest  A.  Parker  both 


acting  assistant  vice  president  and 
director  of  the  Multicultural  Center. 
Parker's  position  involves  working 
with  minority  students  of  all  races, 
and  with  the  international  students. 

In  keeping  with  his  close  relation- 
ship with  students,  Parker,  form- 
erly associate  dean  for  admissions, 
also  refers  students  to  various  col- 
lege services,  such  as  for  tutorial 
assistance,  learning  assessment  and 
study  skills  training. 

As  director  of  the  center,  Parker 
also  tries  to  retain  "faculty  of  color," 
as  well  as  attract  more  minority 
students.  Overall,  out  of  ap- 
proximately 3,700  students,  the  col- 
lege is  only  6  percent  minority. 
However,  in  support  of  attracting 
more  culturally  diverse  students,  a 
significant  12  percent  of  the  fresh- 
men class  were  minority  students, 
of  which  8  percent  were  black. 

The  Multicultural  Center  spon- 
sored many  events,  the  biggest 
being  the  Multiculltlural/Interna- 
tional  Festival  on  April  6.  Entertain- 
ment ranged  from  Argentinean 
dancers  to  a  reggae  band  while  both 
students  and  local  citizens  present- 
ed displays  on  British,  Irish,  Afro- 
American,  and  even  Asian  culture. 

The  college  also  established  the 
new  Office  of  International  Pro- 
grams. Headed  by  Brenda  King,  its 
main  purpose  is  to  aid  the  college's 
forty-nine  international  students 
with  any  adjustment  problems. 
These  students  represented  twenty 
different  countries  including  China, 
Germany  and  Kuwait.

Its  second  function  was  the  StLn.l\ 
Abroad  program  which  consisted 
mainly  of  white,  middle-class  fe- 
males though  King  attempted  to 
raise  the  number  of  males  and  mi- 
norities who  participate. 

Faculty  members  contribtiled  to 
another  aspect  of  the  office  which 
was  proposing  international  prt)]- 
ects,  changing  current  policies,  and 
establishing  new  courses.  Though 
the  department  did  not  implement 
any  new  courses,  it  researched  cur- 
rent ones  to  determine  future  needs. 

COAR,  the  Community  Outreach 
and  Resources  program,  also  began. 
Partly  the  brainchild  of  Senior  Liz 
Baumgarten,  COAR  is  a  volunteer 
service  organization  that  provides 
aid  and  assistance  to  various  needv 
groups  in  the  Fredericksburg  com- 
munity. Though  Baumgarten  re- 
mained heavily  involved  with 
COAR  as  its  student  coordinator, 
Kathleen  Knight  took  the  position  of 
assistant  dean  of  Student  Activities 
and  Director  of  Community  Ser- 
vices. 

The  purpose  of  COAR  is  to  give 
both  individuals  and  groups  on 
campus  the  opportunit)'  to  engage 
in  community  service  as  well  as  to 
sponsor  programs  and  discussion 
groups  that  help  relate  classroom 
learning  and  service  learning. 

One  of  COAR's  goals  is  to  stay  on 
line  with  the  diversity  theme. 
Knight  wanted  an  organization  that 
would  provide  a  diverse  service 
movement  on  campus  —  COAR's 
programs  were  open  to  ever\'  kind 
of  student. 

To  provide  those  diverse  service 
opportunities,  COAR  asl<ed  for  vol- 
unteers  in  seven  groups:  Big 
Brother,  Big  Sister  for  children.

COAR  also  won  the  Campus  Out- 
reach Opportunity  League's  award 
of  best  New  Campus  Initiative.  In 
the  contest,  COAR  competed 
against  schools  that  began  service 
organizations  in  the  past  four  vears. 

Students  thenisL'lves  bonded  to- 
gether to  create  new  organizations 
that  would  connect  people  from  the 
world  around.  New  groups  such  as 
BOND,  Women  of  Color,  the  Inter- 
national Student  Association,  and 
the  Gay,  Lesbian,  and  Bisexual  Stu- 
dent Association  appeared  on  cam- 
pus. 

BOND,  an  organization  of  mosth 
black  men,  was  cofounded  bv  stu- 
dent Tracev  Porter  who  wanted  to 
help  minoritv  men  feel  involved 
with  the  campus.  Forrest  Parker 
also  started  the  organization  which, 
out  of  approximatelv  25  black  men, 
nine  n>ined  in  its  first  semester. 

MWC  also  stressed  diversitv 
in  its  sponsoring  of  Martin 
Luther  King  week,  a  tribute 
which  consisted  of  speakers,  exhib- 
its, and  presentations.  A  main 
event  was  "Hands  Across  Campus,  "

Called  "Beyond  the 
Dream  III:  A  Celebration  of 
Black  History  —  The 
Global  Perspective/'  it 
consisted  of  more  than 
twenty  national  and  inter- 
national leaders.  Over  40 
groups  helped  organize 
the  month  which  consisted 
of  both  inside  and  outside 
the  classroom  events  such 
as  movies,  plays,  panel 
discussions,  and  speakers. 
Six  gospel  choirs  joined 
together  for  the  February  3 
"Voices  of  Praise"  per- 
formance. Also,  speakers 
included  Lindiwe  Mabuza, 
chief  executive  of  the 
African  National  Con- 


gress, Malika  Shahd/v, 
oldest  daughter  of  liie  civil 
rights  leader  Malcom  X, 
and  Kenneth  Mundv, 
attorney  to  lornuT  Wash- 
ington D.C.  mayor  Marit)n 
Berry.  Also,  the  Wash- 
ington D.C.  Pin  Points 
Theatre  presented  the  play 
"1001  Black  Inventions."' 

Dr.  Seyyed  liossein 
Nasr's  presence  as  the 
school's  fifteenth  Dis- 
tinguished Visitor  in  Resi- 
dence helped  further  inter- 
national awareness.  Nasr, 
a  contemporary  scholar  of 
Islamic  culture,  visited 
during  February  13-14  and 
delivered  the  speech 
"Islam  and  the  West: 
Yesterday  and  Todav."  His 
presence  during  the  Gulf 
War  was  timely  since  Nasr 
was  raised  in  the  Middle 
East  and  has  thorough 
knowledge  of  Muslim  cul- 
tures.
